The rejection of the Revised 
Prayer Book by the British 
Parliament in 1928 revealed 
janew a somewhat ‘anomalous 
position in the.relations of. the 
Church and State in England. 


that in the respective claims of 
what should be the two organs 
of the community engaged in a 
common’ spiritual task, the 
State, with its claim to sove- 
reignty within its own borders, 
takes preceflence in law over 
the Established Church, claim- 
ing to control in its own manner 
“all matters of doctrine and 
ritual uneontrojled by any 
authority not based upon mem- 
bers of the Church”—in other 
words, that the Church has not 
spiritual freedom. Many will 
remember with regret the angry 
passions aroused by the con- 
troversy at the time Parlia- 
ment witnessed the unusual 
‘procedure of party affiliations 
being abandoned in favour of a 
free vote according to con- 
science in the division. Some 
very remarkable speeches, both 
for and against, were made, and 
the final result was the rejec- 
tion of the proposed measure. 

On February 6, 1930, when 
passions had been allowed to 
enol, the Church Assembly 
passed a resolution as follows: 

“That whereas, in the ‘words 
addressed’ to the Church Assembly 
en July 2nd, 1928, by Archbishop 
Davidson, with the concurrence of 
the whole body of Diocesan Bishops, 
‘it is a fundamental principle that 
the Church, that is, the Bishops to- 
gether with the Clergy and Laity, 
smust the last resort when its 
mind has. been fully ascertained, 
retain .its inalienable right, in 
loyalty to our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, to formulate its faith 
in Him and to arrange the‘ ex- 
pression of that Holy Faith in its 
form of. worship’; 

“It is desirable that a Commis- 
sion should be appointed to en- 
quire into the present relations of 
Church and State, and partienlar- 
ly how far the principle stated 
above is able to receive effective 
application in present circumstances 
in the Church of England, and 
what legal and constitutional 
changes, if any, are needed in order 
to secure its effective application, 
and thst the Archbishops be re- 
quested to appoint a Commission 
for this prrpose.” ; 

That Commission was duly 
appointed and has recently 
issued its report, signed by all 
the Commissioners without .re- 
servation. It may therefore be
